Descriptive Article 


Amador county comprises an area of 
A4S square miles. It lies on the wes­ 
tern slope of Sierra Nevada mountains, 
and emnracos within its territory all 
the diversity of valley, foothill, and 
tiiifh mountainous lands. 
Climate.—The climate of the popu­ 
lous portions of the county is hs genial 
and healthful asean be found anywhere 
in California. As climate is one of the 
most valuable assets of this favored 
state in attracting population, Amador 
stands second to no county in tills re­ 
gard. It should, and no doubt will in 
time, when its climatic advantages are 
inore thoroughly understood and ap­ 
preciated, become a health resort not 
only for those in loss favored states, 
hut for tlio residents of other parts of 
California. The temperature alone the 
central portion rarely fulls below .'10 
degrees above zero in winter, and as 
rarely rises to 100 degrees in the sum­ 
mer. Snow seldom falls in the settled 
districts, and never remains on the 
ground for more than a few hours. Of 
course, in the high mountain regions 
of eastern Amador the snowfall is very 
heavy—which is characteristic of the 
entire Sierra Nevada range. The sum­ 
mer season is alway accompanied with 
cool nights; permitting of sound, re­ 
freshing slumber. Fogs are rare, cy­ 
clones are unknown, thunderstorms are 
infrequent. 
Gold Mining.—The county, although 
rich in other sources of wealth, com­ 
paratively untouched, is noted prin­ 
cipally for her quartz mines. 
The 
deepest gold mines in America are lo­ 
cated here. The Kennedy mine is now 
taking gold in liberal quantities from 
quartz extracted from a depth of over 
¡1000 feet below the surface, with every 
indication that the pay-ore extends to 
a much greater depth. Since the dis­ 
covery of gold, the county has contrib­ 
uted fully $100,(100000 to the world's 
supply of the precious metal. 
The 
mines are still yielding at the rate of 
about two million dollars annually. 
* Yearly all of this wealth is produced by 
eight or ten mines operating on what 
is called the "mother lode,” stretching 
clear across the county in a north-east­ 
erly direction a distance of.twenty 
miles. The mines aggregate between 
400 and 500 stamps, and furnish em ­ 
ployment for over 1000 miners. This 
industry is still in its infancy. The 
unexplored territory, even along the 
main gold belt, is far in excess of the 
ground that has actually been worked 
or prospected. The county offers to­ 
cay one of the most inviting fields to 
be found anywhere in the world for the 
investment of capital in the fascinating 
business of gold mining, not alone along 
the mother lode, but also in the almost 
untouched mineralized country of the 
east belt, some ten or twelve miles from 
the main lode. 
, Resides gold, we have copper, de­ 
posits of pottery, coal, imurbe, slate, 
limestone, granite, and soapstone or 
tale—all undeveloped. 
Agricultural Capabilities.—The agri- 
c iltural possibilities equal, if not excel, 
the mineral riches. The valley lauds 
will produce anything tliut cun he 
grown in the most favored sections. 
In the foothill lands all kinds of decid­ 
uous fruits thrive: also all kinds of 
vegetable are raised where irrigation 
i- practicable along the numerous water 
courses. Further up in the mountains, 
at an altitude of 2000 to 2500 feet, the 
soil is admirably adapted for apples 
uhu 
* * 
A ready market for 
many l¡'íííe a p quantity now raised of 
these commodities can be found fin the 
various mining towns. 
Grape culture and winemaking arc 
becoming important industries, both 
the grapes and wine commanding a 
better price than .the product of the 
lowland. 
Land is cheap compared with other 
California lands. Improved farms may 
be secured for one-fourth the price 
current in sortie places. Unimproved 
lauds can be had from $5 to $10 per 
acre. It does not require a fortune to 
buy a small ranch. There is room for 
a large addition to our agriculural pop­ 
ulation. Vast tracts now devoted to 
cattle ranges might bo made the homes 
of hundreds of prosperous farmers. 
Amador has a populusion of less than 
1:1000.

‘‘Wo desire to refute iiere the asper­ 
sions that have been cast, upon the 
executive council and particularly 
one of its members, President (Jodi- 
pers, that it is our purpose, or his, 
to dictate to tho working people of 
our country how they shall cast then 
votes in the coming elootious, uur 
has any one promised the vote of the 
working people to any particular 
party. Wo have strongly, clearly and 
emphatically, as it was our duty, 
presented tho situation in which the 
working people of the country Had 
themselves, the demands which labor 
has made upon both political parties 
as to necessary notion, which they 
should take, the treatment they have 
received, aud have appealed to tho 
judgment and 
patriotism 
of the 
working people and the friends of 
labor throughout the country, since 
both political parties have spokeu, 
to make their choice as their con­ 
science may dictate. 
‘‘The misrepresentation of news­

“ Home of the members of the ex­ 
ecutive council of the American 
i’eileratiou of Labor no doubt will 
support and vote 
for Mr liryau, 
which is their individual right.

right-thinking 


citizen, whether a taxpayer or not, will concede 
the 
correct- 


ness of his position in regard 
to labor done 
on 
the public 


roads. 
He simply contended 
for honest 
work—a dollar's 


worth of labor for a dollar's pay. 
He conveyed 
no idea that 


only able-bodied men could 
get work on the 
roads. 
The 


county does not pay the wages of able-bodied men. 
They can 


get $2.50 and upward in the 
mines, whereas 
for road work 


$2 per day is the limit. The whole drift of his speech 
was 


to the effect that workers on the roads would be expected 
to 


do their best to earn the wages .received. 
The man that can 


take exception 
to such a straight-out 
policy in road manage- 


ment, must be in favor of graft in public affairs. 
There is 


no neutral ground 
between the straight and crooked path in 


this respect. 
But the speech 
had hardly been uttered before 


some maliciously disposed 
person 
or persous 
rushed from 


the hall to float the most villainous lies concerning Burrow's 
remarks, for the sole purpose of injuring the republican and 
helping the democratic candidate. 
It was circulated that Mr 


Burrow had stated ifhe were elected "no cripple could get a 
day's work on the road;" that " only able-bodied 
men would 


be employed;" 
that "no man over 45 years of age would be 


given work," and that "allold men could go to the hospital. >r 


These falsehoods 
have beeu circulated not.by the democratic 


candidate himself, but in his behalf
